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Willkie Proposes City Takeover 
Of Penn Central Railroad Lines Here 


A topic of conversation at the 
City Council meeting tonight will 
be the petition of Penn Central 
Railroad to abandon their lines 
serving Rushville. A legal notice 
was run in November, 1971, and 
February this year, stating the 
intent of the company to termi­ 
nate service here. The case is 
Federal Court in Philadelphia. 
Philip Willkie, attorney, bank­ 
er, and owner of Willkie .Indus­ 
tries here, is deeply concerned 
in regard to the sever® loss to. 
the community with loss of rail­ 
road service. 
Willkie is of the opinion that 
abandonment is inevitable, and 
that the city of Rusbville should 
take over the lines within the 
city. If this could be done, he 
has been assured by officials of 
ft' & O' Ralroad that they would 
take over servicing the Penn 
Central lines at industries here. 
“The people of this area must 
be concerned with this action 
by the railroad,” Willkie said. 
“If some recovery action by the 
city is not undertaken, industry 
here is dead, period. We must 
have rail for shipment at Will­ 
kie Industries, and Schnadig 
Corporation is in the same 


boat. Others will be affected, 
too, as will the economy of the 
entire area.” 
John Hunter, manager at Sch­ 
nadig, says his company is 
very concerned, and agrees 
with Willkie that abandonment 
of the service would deal a dis­ 
astrous blow to their operation 
here. Hunter favors fighting the 
abandonment action in court. 
John Doddridge, plant man­ 
ager at Perfect Circle, says his 
company is not directly affect­ 
ed by Penn Central’s action, but 
that officials of his company 
felt that closing the service 
would be serious for the com­ 
munity, and he favors fighting 
the action in any possible way. 
Jim Dugan, manager of Stan­ 
dard Oil Farm Service Center, 
said his 'Company located on the 
railroad west of Rushville with 
plans to use that line, but have 
not done so. He said his com­ 
pany takes a dim view of the 
abandonment plan of Penn Cen­ 
tral, because it would certainly 
deal a blow to the economy of 
the area.'

Court Backs 
McGovern 
On Delegates 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
here today handed a victory to 
the forces of Sen. George 
McGovern in their battle with 
the 
Democratic 
Credentials 
Committee for California dele­ 
gates. 
At the same time, forces of 
Chicago' Mayor Richard J. Da­ 
ley were given a setback, by the 
court in the second half of the 
dual attack on the committee’s 
hotly disputed decisions. 
The appeals court reversed a 
District Court decision which 
had upheld the committee's ac­ 
tion of stripping 151 delegates 
from California. The Circuit 
Court ordered the 
district 
bench to rewrite its decision in 
the California case in accor­ 
dance with an opinion not yet 
filed. 
The Circuit Court rejected 
the appeal of Daley’s forces in 
one case and in two others di­ 
rected that state court action 
be prohibited insofar as the 
delegates from Illinois which 
were rejected by the committee 
are concerned. 
The brief order of the appeals 
court carried no reasons for the 
action. The judges were ex­ 
pected to file opinions later in 
the day. The District Court 
.ruled Monday that the federal 
judiciary had no place in. the 
debate over delegates from the 
two states. 
The Credentials Committee 
had 
issued 
decisions 
that 
stripped 
Sen. 
George 
S. 
McGovern of 151 California 
delegates and told Mayor Rich­ 
ard J. Daley and 58 other un­ 
committed Chicago delegates to 
stay home. 
The Circuit Court action 
came at a time when forces of 
Mayor Daley had a scheduled 
court appearance in an Illinois 
state court in which they 
sought to prevent the successful 
Ilinois 
delegate 
challengers 
from taking part in the con­ 
vention. 
However, while the full scope 
of the Circuit Court's ruling 
was not known in the absence 
of a written opinion, it was 
clear that the judges felt feder­ 
al court action should be taken 
in the two cases. 


Richard Ash, special* agent in 
charge of the FBI office here, 
said Smith boarded the unoccu­ 
pied jetliner as it stood near a 
terminal gate about 5 a.m. at 
Buffalo International Airport. 
He demanded that the airline 
provide a pilot for the craft and 
said he would kill the child if 
his demands were not met. 
“He apparently decided he 
was not going to get out” of the 
airport. Ash said, describing 
how Smith put down the knife 
he was carrying and walked 
down the ramp of the plane 2'i 
hours later, carrying his daugh­ 
ter. He was accompanied by an 
unidentified FBI agent who had 
sneaked aboard the plane. 
The child, identified as Je- 
tuan Smith, was not injured, 
Ash said. Ash said blood on the 
infant's clothing was Smith's 
from a wound he suffered ear­ 
lier. 
Ash said Smith would face a 
charge of attempted hijacking. 
Police said Smith had alleg­ 
edly stabbed the girl’s mother 
and a man earlier in Buffalo. 


The woman was reported in, 
critical condition, the man in 
fair condition, at Deaconess 
Hospital. 
Police said Smith apparently 
slipped aboard the unoccupied 
jet about 5 a.m. and demanded 
that American Airlines provide 
a pilot for the craft. 
“I. want a pilot.” he shouted 
to police and FBI agents who 
surrounded the plane as it 
stood at a terminal gate. 
A group of FBI agents and 
police gathered near a ramn tn 
the plane, using a baggage ca.i 
as a barricade. 
A man and woman took turns 
using a bullhorn to call up to 
Smith. The woman, identified 
by an FBI agent as Smith's 
mother, walked part way up 
the ramp at one point, talked 
with Smith, then returned. 
Smith and the girl were vis­ 
ible just inside the plane. 
Scores of airline passengers 
passed through the terminal as 
usual. Many seemed unaware 
of what was happening at, the 
American gate.

Last Saturday Lawrence Porter oiled 
up a self binder that dated back to 1929 
to cut 18 acres of wheat which grew 
about a mile north of Jackson School, 
Some of the neighbors heard about it 
and volunteered to come help “for the 
fun of it.” 
The heat last Saturday was such that 
the muscle work was intermingled with 
perspiration, but 10 acres was cut in a 
half day. When I visited the field, the 
self binder was attached to a tractor and 
was cutting swaths 10 feet wide. The 
binder was tying them with twine into 
bundles, and* those working the 
field 
were stacking them 12 bundles to a stack. 
The art of stacking up the bundles into 
a compact stack is almost a lost art. It 
took some experimenting to get into the 
swing of it, and even those who had been 
expert at it in the long ago found the 
going hard work. 
Those who were helping were Jesse 
Leisure, Dale and George Kinder, Vemie 
Swinford, Dale Mantooth, Marion Lig­ 
gett. David Liggett, Ray and Roger 
Bosse, Oscai Owens, and Myron Easter. 
In the “good old days” only 2 or 3 fel­ 
lows usually helped the farmer, but 11 
were helping Saturday. They came only 
on the promise of a good “harvest hand 
dinner.” Tracey Porter and his wife ran 
the tractor for the crew. 
The self binder used was one of the 
later models and placed 4 bundles at a 
place, thus it took three rounds of the 
binder across the field to accumulate 
the 12 bundles needed for the stack. 
Mr. Porter said that he would let the 
wheat stand in the shocks for two weeks 
before it was cured ready for threshing. 
He promises to use the old fashioned 
steam engine threshing machine to 
finish the job. The field dotted with the 
shocks of golden wheat is beautiful . . . 
the kind artists depict for the typical 
Hoosier farm. 
Mr. Porter said in the old days, a lot 
of fellows would be drifting around at 
harvest time, and it was possible for the 
farmer to come in town and hire for a 
day at a time an experienced farm hand 
at Roy s Fruit Market or on the court­ 
house'steps. They were like our migrant 
workers today, except many were college 
students who followed the harvest to 
make extra money for college. He said at 
one time two men moved in with his 
mother and dad for a week, ate there, 
slept there, and his mother even washed 
their clothes for them. This was the cus­ 
tom not only in Rush County, but in 
harvest fields over the mid-west. 
Mr. Porter estimated the yield to be 
50 bushels to the acre, with heavy straw, 
twice as good as last year. He attributed 
the yield to extra fertilizer, a better va­ 
riety of wheat, and good growing weath­ 
er. Modern machinery today makes har­ 
vesting easy. 
In the 60-year-ago column in the Re­ 
publican. July 3, 1912, an item reported, 
“The w heat crop of Rush County will not 
average 6 bushels to the acre this year.” 
So spoke an Orange Township farmer. 
“Although there are some fields that 
may make as much as 18 bushels to the 
acre, few' of them will anyways near ap­ 
proach that yield.

May Cause 
Blindness 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 
nonphosphate detergents on the 
market can cause irreversible 
blindness if accidentally nibbed 
into the eye, according to an 
unpublished government study. 
“The results of this study in­ 
dicate the rather sharp demar­ 
cation between moderate ocular 
damage caused by soqp in 
phosphate detergents and the 
intense causticity of carbonates 
and metasilicates,” the Nation­ 
al Institute of Environmental 
Health Sciences concluded- 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration. charged with protecting 
the public from hazardous sub­ 
stances, has reacted to the re­ 
port with disdain. 
“They are treading outside 
the realm in which they should 
be operating,” said an official 
in FDA’s Bureau of Product 
Safety. “We have the charter, 
we have the mandate.” 
The official asked not to be 
named, because he said it 
would violate protocol to criti­ 
cize a “sister agency.” 


Consumers Find That Warning Of 
Higher Meat Prices Was True! 
By The Associated Press 
Consumers warned by super­ 
market officials to expect high­ 
er meat prices are finding the 
warning all too true. 
An Associated Press survey 
of about two dozen cities shows 
that grocery bills — particular­ 
ly for toe better cuts of beef 
and for pork — have increased 
anywhere from a dime a pound 
on up in the two weeks since 
the latest warning was issued. 
Cabinet officials scheduled a 
meeting in Washington today 
with officials of food, chains and 
called in farmers for a Thurs­ 
day session to help in preparing 
a food prices report that Presi­ 
dent Nixon has requested by 
July 10. 
Shoppers, meanwhile, were 
issuing their owe reports. 
“The food prices are just ter­ 
rible now,” said a woman In a 
Seattle, Wash., supermarket. “I 
know how much the prices 
have gone up because I just 
started shopping regularly a 
year and a half ago when I was 
married.” 
“Prices are out of sight,” 
said a man in a Kansas City 
store. “The very first thing the 
government should have done 
in its economic program was to 
put controls on food prices.” 
Supermarket 
executives 
warned consumers on June 16 
to expect a rise in prices, par­ 
ticularly of meat. They said 
that wholesale costs have heon 
going up and the retail outlets 


no longer could absorb the in­ 
crease. 
The AP checked prices In a 
dozen cities on, June 16, then 
checked again two weeks later 
to see if there had been any 
change. 
Among the findings: 
In Seattle, the prices of 10 
items were checked. Five went 
up, one went down and four re­ 
mained steady. Increases in­ 
cluded veal round steak, which 
went from $2.25 t o $2.39 a 
pound, and rib pork, chops, up 
two cents to $1.09 a pound. 
Stable items included 'peanut 
butter, crackers, fruit juices, 
cheese, mayonnaise, butter and 
milk. 
In the Chicago suburb of La- 
Grange Park, pork loin end cut 
went from 79 to 85 cents a 
pound and jumbo eggs in­ 
creased from 59 to 65 cents a 


dozen. Sirloin steak dropped 
from $1.59 to $1.39 cents a 
pound, but the manager said 
the decrease was temporary, 
due to a holiday special. 
"in Los Angeles, ground beef 
went from 73 to 78 cents a 
pound, sirloin tip steak from 
$1.49 to $1.67 a, pound and a 
Swiss steak TV dinner from 63 
to 67 cents.

hat, tucked a fiddle under his 
chin and cut loose. 
Hundreds of bare feet beat 
the 
mud. 
calloused 
bands 
pounded one another and shrill 
yelps of approval rent the air 
as he sawed out a raucous, 
rambunctious “Turkey in the 
Straw.” 
It was enough to win him 
first prize as the best old-time 
fiddler in the First Annual Fid­ 
dlers’ Convention. 'Tuesday at. 
the 
Smithsonian 
Institution's 
Festival of American Folklifje. 
For five hours fiddlers from 
across the country spelled one 
another on a wooden platform 
in the middle of a muddy Mall 
jammed 
with

Miami Beach’s 
Population Is 
Mostly Elderly 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
Out of the said rise 40 glitter­ 
ing giants of glass and concrete 
that soak up $600 million a year 
from 
sun-loving tourists who 
holiday in Miami Beach. 
"Motel Row" is a towering 
strip of neon and good times 
that has made this resort island 
famous. 
But close by the nightclubs 
and "extravaganza revues" on 
Collins' Avenue are the bingo 
parlors and shuffleboard courts 
of South Beach where the old 
folks gather. 
The elderly comprise most of 
Miami 
Beach’s 
87,000 
popu­ 
lation. The average age is 66. 
Miami 
Beach 
Convention 
Hall, scene of the Democratic 
and Republican national con­ 
ventions, is the hub of the city 
at Washington Avenue and 17th 
Street. Oceanfront hotels lie to 
'the east, swank homes to the 
west and poverty-level walkups 
to the south. * 
On South Beach, the elderly 
are jammed into faded stucco 
hotels and apartments where 
rent is $75 to $150 a month. 
Drugstores add sundry shops 
are filled with low-cost trinkets 
to match the pocketbooks of 
their customers. There are doz­ 
ens of cafeterias and low-budg- 
et diners. 
By contrast, the affluent own 
winter homes on the secluded 
islands that dot Biscayne Bay 
between 
Miami 
Beach 
and 
Miami 
or 
live 
in 
massive, 
beachfront condominiums that 
honeycomb the skyline, rivaling 
the motels. 
They shop in the exclusive 
Bal Harbour area where price 
tags for clothing can come in 
four and five figures. 
But while the old and the af­ 
fluent form the basis of the per­ 
manent populace, it's the tour­ 
ists that make Miami Beach 
thrive. 
Tourism, accounts for 85 cents 
of every dollar in the Miami 
Beach economy. In 1970, vaca­ 
tioning tourists 
spent nearly 
$600 million. 
From South Beach through 
Motel Row, there are 400 hotels 
with a total of more than 40,000 
rooms. During the winter sea­ 
son, rates at the name hotels 
like Fountainebleau, Dorsl and 
Americana start at $50 a night 
for a double room .and go to 
$150 for a suite, 
The innkeepers seem to have 
no trouble filling the house dur­ 
ing the season, but at the same 
time there’s no boom in hotel 
construction. The newest one, 
,. the Playboy Plaza, was com­ 
pleted eight years ago.

As Well As 
Patriotic Clothes 


Fashions tend to go red, white 
and blue' in an elction year and 
not only in clothes and party 
decorations. Foods too are easy 
to combine in patriotic colors, 
particularly in summer, with 
ripe red raspberries and cher­ 
ries; blueberries or huckleber­ 
ries, and soon as September 
blue-black concord .grapes. For 
white, besides ices or sherberts 
and such like, there are cream 
or cottage cheese, and sour or 
whipped 
sweet 
cream. 
And 
white sugar to enhance any of 
them. 
Intensifying 
individual 
flavors of already sweet fruit, 
and providing smooth texture 
and bulk in ice cream, isn’t all 
sugar can do for ingredients. 
But that’s enough to begin, bang­ 
ing out a better, bright holiday 
salad or dessert. 
Try a giant red, white, and 
blue parfait to serve at table, 
perhaps in the garden, from a 
huge glass goblet or bowl. Start 
by adding sugar to taste to 
whole and sliced strawberries; 
set aside until juice-syrup forms. 
'Then, as usual, for small par­ 
ía it glasses, layer in the large 
serving dish the juicy red ber­ 
ries and scoops of white ice 
cream, or sieved and sugared 
cottage cheese, ending with red 
berries. Cover with whipped 
cream, and strew whole blueber­ 
ries on top. Or, tear angel cake 
.into pieces and remove crusts; 
place in. big: sec-through serving 
bowl. Spoon on sugar-preserved 
strawberry jam; sprinkle with 
sherry or preferred liqueur and 
slivered almonds.

Wells did. She talked about the 
densely wooded area that had 
been home for herself and her 
husband for 22 years and of the 
covenant in property sold to 
Forrest Park residents that was 
intended to keep the community 
solely residential. 
Technically Mrs. Wells lost her 
argument, since the board voted 
2-1 in favor of the requested 
zoning variance. But she a n d the 
trees won, since the neighbor 
who had asked for the variance 
wrote a letter saying he wouW 
not proceed with plans for the 
office to be attached to bis home 
now that he realized how his 
fellow-residents felt.
